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Musette Bag falls Tale of 
Duty Tour, Prison Camps 


Issued First To 
Col. Rutherford 
While in France 


If a leather musette bag owned 
by Col. D. J. Rutherford, 2295 N. 
Mountain Ave., could talk it 
could tell tales of two wars, more 
than 20 years in peace time Army 
service and a long period of drea- 
ry months in Japanese prison 
camps. 

Col. Rutherford wasn’t 4 colo- 
nel when he first came into pos- 
session of the bag. He was low 
on the non-commissioned ladder 
when the bag was issued to him 
July 15, 1918 at Limoges, in 
Southern France. 

Carefully printed on the inside 
of the flap of the bag are the 
names of all the places the bag 


thas resided—as the property . of 


a career officer. Included among 
these names are the other billets 
occupied by Col. Rutherford in 
France during his tour of duty 
overseas. in World: War TI. 

Recorded are: Lacourtine, Nice 
Metz, La Joncheve, Aubuson and 
Marseille in France, Frankfort 
in Germany and_ Gibralter. 


Prefers Engineers 


Col. Rutherford preferred ser- 
vice in the Army Engineers but 
his wishes were vetoed early in 
his army career. It took more 
than 20 years and a lot of rough 
service before he became at- 
tached to this branch, as execu- 
tive officer under General Pat 
Casey, engineering — officer for 
General Douglas MacArthur at 
Manila. 


A member of the National 
Guard at Albany, Ore., in 1914, 
the colonel decided on the life 
of the engineers in 1917 and en- 
listed in that branch of the ser- 
vice. The National Guard were 
a bit vexed at his change' of al- 
legiance and refused to relin- 
quish its claim. The colonel was 
discharged from the engineers 
without serving a day. 

He sailed for France in July 
1918 and returned. to the States 
in February of 1919. 

His army life frorh this time is 
recorded in the musette ag. 

He’ saw: service at Ft. Mills, 

Ft. Lewis, Ft. Casey and 


iF peas, all. in yore ‘ 


Col. D. J. Rutherford, 2295 N. Mountain Ave., holds the 
musette bag that was his companion on a tour of duty that 
extended from the World War I battlefields of France to 
Japanese prison camps in Formosa and Manchuria. Inside 
the flap is printed the names of more than 20 places Col. 
Rutherford was billeted during his many years of service. 
The bag wass issued to.him in 1918 and he retired from ac- 
tive duty in 1946. 


Ft. Monroe, Va., on two occa-;6, 1942 and Col. Rutherford start- 
sions; Ft. Logan, Colo; Ft. Scott;ed a life of Jap prison camps 
and Ft. MacArthur in California; 
Ft. Sherman, Canal Zone, and in 
Seattle. 

He was stationed at Manila 
when the Japs staged their first 
attack Dec. 8,. 1941. With other 
members of American forces, he 
moved from Manila to Corregidor 
on Dec. 24, 1941.

Bank Deposits Gain and Money 
Could Wipe Out Inventories 


Residents of this area and in most of the sections of the 
United States are saving money. In general, citizens have 
more money at their finger tips than ever. The story is told in 
the biennial report of the Federal Reserve system, showing 
bank deposits for every county in the United States .Deposits 
in commercial and savings accounts, have increased consid- 
erably within two years, it is noted. 

How powerful a financial force these holdings represent 
may be gleaned from the following: by using a little more 
than half their savings, people could double an entire year’s 
sales of food, clothing, medicine and all other soft goods. 
Also, they could wipe out all retail inventories in stores by 
the expenditure of one-tenth of their cash savings. 

What they will eventually decide to do with this money— 
and when—will have a powerful effect on our economic fu- 
ture.

From the question of foreign aid to local taxes, the poll | Sere 


covered a wide variety of subjects. A concise summary of | 


the returns gives a conclusion on how Americans think. 

For example, 70.4 per cent of the answers favored Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's request that reductions be postponed on 
corporation taxes, 

Excise taxes—these taxes concern liquor, tobacco, gaso- 
line and automobiles; in every case the editors favor their 
continuance. 

Trade agreements—74.7 per cent are for the extension of 
the reciprocal trade agreements act, with additional author- 
ity to the president to lower tariffs five per cent a year. 
Foreign aid—This was a close one with 42.2 per cent 
favoring continuance, 38.] per cent discontinuance, and 1] 
per cent for limitation or reduction. 

Farm program—The administration is strongly supported 
with 67.7 per cent of the editors favoring flexible supports 
as against 18.4 per cent for rigid supports. 

Health reinsurance—A total of 5] per cent are against it. 
Taft-Hartley—The question here concerns the union’s 
attempt to have the Taft-Hartley law changed in order to 
take away from states the power to pass right-to-work laws. 
Editorial sentiment is overwhelmingly against the unions.
